THE MAS WHO KILI-KB PAIS 

Among the many interesting stories 
In Mr. Arthur Wallace's new book. 
"Heroes of Peace." Ihene Is one about 
a young Scottish doctor named James 
Young Simpson. While Simpson was 
a medical student at Edinburgh he 
was very much distressed by the 
aufferlng of those patients who were 
obliged to undergo a surgical opera- 
Uon. Thia was about the middle of 
last century, and In those days they 
had no means of putting peopli 
sleep, or ranking them unconscious 
during an operation. 

So Or. Simpson resolvrd that be 
would devote himself to the tHsk of 
trying to discover a safe and cffectl' 
anaesthetic. He beard that In Am- 
erica they were making some experi- 
ments of this kind with ether, and he 
began at once to use It. but though 
It was a step In tbe right direction 
It was dangerous nnd unsatisfactory. 
So be continued his search. He made 
scores of experiments with drugs and 
on more than one occasion he serious- 
ly endangered his life. 

Onv.' day he called upon a friend 
of his. Dr. Lyon Phiyfalr. who was a 
famous chemist. This man was ex- 
perimenting with drugs in order to 
find an anaesthetic and so eager und 
trustful was Simpson that, there and 
then, he offered to Inhale some of 
the vapor. Br. Playfalr refused to 
let hlin try until an experiment had 
been made upon two rabbits. Br. 
Simpson chafed at what he ihouifht 
was a waste or time, but the rabbits 
wero treated. They lapsed Into un- 
consciousness and later recovered. 
Simpson was delighted. The next 
day he suggested that he and his 
assistant should Inhale the vapor. 
The assistant suggested, however, 
that before they did so Ihey should 
find out how the two rabbits had 
fared. They did so and found thai 
both rabbits were dead. Had the, 
assistant not Insisted on this pre- . 
caution, undoubtedly both he nnd 
Simpson would have lost their lives. I 

Then came a great day for Simpson I 
and. indeed, for Ihe whole world. It ( 
Was November 4. 1817. Simpson and 
his two assistants. Drs. Keith and 
Duncan mel to Inhale possible new 
anaesthetics. Dr. Keith Marled to 
Inhale half a small tumblerful, in 
two minutes he was under the dinlng- 
inom table. Dr. Simpson and the 
other assistant. Dr. Duncan, soon 
followed him. If any one had opened 
the door at ilia; moment a very 
stmnge scene would have met thei: 
CMS. for (he Hirer dOC 01s were Ijln 
hej;.les m th- Poor of ihe room. 
It so 1 ajii-Tii-ii null Mrs. SbtinrOn, 
b' r sister, and her nelcv did hurst 
Into the room soon after and ware 
horrified at »bat Ihey saw. Dr. 
Simpson was the first to regain con- 
ft- ousness. Very slowly he came lo 
his senses nnd then hr lauched aloud 
for Joy. He knew ihst he had dfs- 
red somethint: whit h would kill 



Kor year* ho 
had tolled day and night: a* tatf 
rxptTlmenttd countless numbers so? 
times, often at the risk of bis Ms. 
But he had at last been TiWTassS.
